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DIAL COIN TESTER 


DIRECTIONS 

Let us test or examine a 50 cent piece. Move the dial to 
the right with thumb and finger so that the mark 50 is at 
index. Place the coin on face at left so that the edge 
touches the lip. Lined up, and it will balance as 
genuine. Should it appear to be larger than usual you 
may test the size (diameter and thickness). On left end 
are two scales, one side for gold and the other for 
silver coin, which will be readily understood. The 
thickness will vary in coin, owing to milling at edge. 

It should be tried in about three places and it will 
average about the mark set for each coin. Coin worn 
by handling will measure a trifle less. The danger is 
coin measuring larger than the scale indicates. The 
jingle should be tried in doubtful pieces which is always 
good in genuine coin. All other pieces gold and silver 
are tested in the same way.

same. In either case the miner frequently netted only $6 to $8 an ounce, 
after paying commissions, transport charges, insurance, etc., although the 
dust was worth $16 to $18 at the mints. By July 1848, merchants and 
miners of the West were becoming disgusted with the deplorable mone¬ 
tary conditions. 

Those who possessed dust or nuggets wanted to spend them for goods 
These goods were primarily imported and not only did the sellers want 
silver or gold coins in exchange for them, but the customs officer also 
demanded hard money before he would release imported cargo from bond. 
Coins, therefore, were hoarded and brought substantial premiums, leaving 
dust to be used as a less-than-ideal medium of exchange, subject to many 
types of abuse. As imports into California mounted, so did the need for 
alleviating the monetary difficulty.

BALANCE SCALE, c. 1844-1845 


Congress in 1838 directed the Office of Weights and Measures, 
then headed by Ferdinand Hassler (APS, 1807), to distribute 
standard measures of weight to each state of the Union. The 
project was carried out under his successor, Alexander Dallas 
Bache (APS, 1829), and by Joseph Saxton (APS, 1837), the great 
maker of scientific instruments. This is believed to be Saxton's 
internal test instrument kept at the Bureau. This scale was 
given to Allen V. Astin (APS, 1 959) at his retirement as head 
of that Bureau of Standards. It was given by him to the Society 
in 1980. It stands in their Library to this date, 1996.

All gold coin that is lighter than a 
certain amount has only a bullion value. Thus the standard weight of a double 
eagle gold coin is 516 grains and is worth its face value; it will, however, be 
accepted by the Government at its face value if it weighs not less than 513.42 
grains (this is the Least Current Weight); if it be worn so as to weigh less 
than this Least Current Weight, its value is as is the price of bullion ruling 
that day.

ary 1836 report to Dr. Moore, Peale mentioned that 
he had decided to employ Saxton to make a bal¬ 
ance for the mint, “which in simplicity of construc¬ 
tion and excellence of workmanship . . . will 
possess all that is required in an eminent de¬ 
gree ...” 8 Peale’s decision met with Moore's 
prompt approval, and Saxton proceeded to build 
the balance—probably the first he had ever made. 
It was finished in time for Peale to take with him 
when he returned to Philadelphia. 

Although neither that balance, nor even a full 
description of it, are known to still exist, it could 
not have been a very large one, because Saxton 
charged only £26 for it in comparison with the 
approximately £140 he later charged for a larger 
balance (Figure 3). In any event, the gold content 
of the coins at the Philadelphia Mint could now 
be maintained with greater accuracy than had been 
possible previously. 


Unfortunately, Dr. Moore died suddenly in July 
1835 and never saw the new balance. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Dr. Robert M. Patterson, who conducted 
the examination of the new balance. The following 
letter attests to his satisfaction: 

Philadelphia, Nov. 5, 1835. 

Dear Sir: 

I wish you to make, for the Mint of the United States, 
five Assayer's balances, after the model of that which you 
made for us while Mr. Peale was with you while in London. 
One of those balances is for this Mint, two are for the 
Branch Mint at New Orleans, one for the Mint in North 
Carolina, and one for the Branch in Georgia. You will not, 
of course, allow the price to exceed that of the balance in 
our hands, which I understand, was £26. It is expected that 
they are to be in no respect inferior to the model. 

We are also in want of several other Beams, viz Four for 
Gold, to weigh up to 25 lbs. and Two for Silver to weigh 
up to 80 lbs. I do not give an order for these, but would 
be glad to know if you could undertake them.

EQUAL ARM BALANCE SCALES AT 
THE U.S. MINT 


Elias Bopdinot, Director of the U.S. Mint, in presenting an inventory of 
the assets of the Mint to Albert Gallatin, Secretary of the Treasury, on 
March 22, 1802 included "six sets assay scales, and sundry adjusting scales." 

****** 

A visit to the planchet adjusting room at the U.S. Mint is described by 
Waldo Abbot in Harper's Monthly for November 1861 as follows: 

"What a peculiar noise, like a young ladies' school at recess, only a strange 
filing sound withal! Nearly sixty females, some young and pretty, 
some—middle-aged and fine-looking. 

"Each operator has on the table before her a pair of assay scales. Seated 
close to the table, a leather apron, one end tacked to the table, is fastened 
under her arms to catch any gold that may fall. In short sleeves, to avoid 
sweeping away the dust, and armed with a fine flat file, she is at work, 
chatting and laughing merrily. She catches a double eagle planchet from 
a pile by her side and puts it into the scale. It is too heavy. She files it 
around the edge, and weighs it. Still too heavy. Files it again, and weighs 
it. Almost right. Just touches it with the file. Right; the index is in the 
centre. She tosses it into the box, and picks up another to undergo the 
same operation. 

"To adjust a coin so accurately requires great delicacy and skill, as a too 
free use of the file would quickly make it too light. Yet by long practice, 
so accustomed do the operators become, that they work with apparent 
recklessness, scarcely glancing at planchet or scales, but seemingly guided 
by their touch. 

"The exceedingly delicate scales were made under the direction of Mr. Peale, 
who greatly improved on the old ones in use. So delicate are they that 
the slightest breath of air affects their accuracy, rendering it necessary 
to exclude every draft from the room, which, being poorly ventilated, in 
a hot day is an uncomfortable and probably an unhealthy place. Colonel 
Childs, the late chief coiner, exercised great care to counteract this 
difficulty by occasionally stopping work, and opening the windows. 

"The females in the adjusting room are paid $1.10 a day for ten hours' work. 
They look happy and contented. Behind the screens, at each end of the 
room, are dining-halls, where they eat the dinners they bring with them. 
On the whole, it is the pleasantest work-shop for women we have yet seen, 
and the pay, in comparison with that ordinarily given to women, is good."

AUTOMATIC WEIGHING MACHINE 


This unique device, an example of one of the methods employed by the Mint 
through the years for determining the weight of gold and silver coins to assure 
that they conformed to legal standards, was probably designed and fabricated in the 
Philadelphia Mint at the turn of the century. 

In very early times, the operation was performed by hand. Those hired were called 
"adjusters.” They were required to inspect the external condition of the coin blanks and 
weigh them. It was an exacting occupation, and the weighing was performed on scales 
so sensitive and accurate that the slightest current of air could affect the readings. 

Heavy blanks were filed off at 
the edges and overweight ones placed 
with the light ones to be melted down. 

The operators became so skilled at 
this demanding task that they worked 
with apparent unconcern. 

Automation began to make all jobs 
easier, and more modern equipment was 
adopted, some manufactured by expert 
machinists at the Philadelphia Mint. 

During his tenure as Chief Coiner 
(1867-1870) Colonel A. Louden Snowden 
introduced from Vienna, Austria, the 
Seyss automatic weighing machine 
shown below, which he had inspected 
while on a trip to European mints. 


The Seyss (left) had ten scales, 
each connected to a tube fitted for 
a certain denomination of coin. There 
were three receptacles, one for the 
coin blank which exceeded its proper 
weight, and which after having thus 
been rejected was forwarded to be 
filed off to the required weight. The 
second, or middle receptacle, was for 
the blank of the exact weight, ready 
for the coining press. The third and 
upper receptacle was for the blank 
which was too light for coinage and 
hence rejected for melting. 

In the illustration below you will see small balance scales on tables used by adjusters, 
and two automated machines in the background. (1882-85) Hand and machine operations 
were conducted simultaneously at one time but due to refinements in related operations, 
the machine gradually replaced the hand operation. 





The automatic weighing of coins was discontinued in the mid-Sixties upon the 
adoption of clad metal for the dollar and all subsidiary coins, e.g., the dime through 
the half dollar. Today, all denominations are first inspected, then counted and bagged. 
A weight check of the bagged coins is made prior to shipment.

Troemner was using a variation of the name Beranger, a French company whose owner had 

invented a parallel linked counter scale, more elaborate than the familiar roberval scales. Your 
question triggered a major part of this issue to explaining these practical and decorative scales. 
The scales each side of Troemner's name in the advert are roberval scales. The beautiful scales 
along the bottom are all equal-arm scales & comprise, probably, a bank scale, a druggists scales 
& an assay balance, (with thin pillars each side of the pillar forming primitive rests for the beam ) 


The oldest Troemner catalogue that I have is their 1926 one, but I presume that earlier catalogues 
have survived in the U S. Any owner of an earlier catalogue might like to arrange for ISASC to 
reprint it, as Troemners made interesting, varied and unusual scales, which were greatle admire, 
by Michael Crawforth. He considered that Troemners were the most exciting general s,Ye 
makers in the United States. 


In parenthesis, another American company that had trouble with French names was Herman Kohlbusi h \ 
1902 catalogue, they advertise Robenahl scales! At least their spelling had the effect of getting the custorm r 
reasonably accurate rendering of the French pronunciation!

Howard and Davis of Boston, Massachusetts, U.S.A, were primarily makers of 
banjo-shaped clocks, but they also made scales for the United States Post 
Office and made bullion scales of magnificent proportions. The Spanish 
Peak Mining Company of Plumas County, California owned this beauty 
originally. The Wells, Fargo and Company Express of Columbia, California 
owned a huge Bullion scale of the same design, as did the San Francisco 
Mint. Seeing that Howard and Davis for the first time was exhilarating, 
as it gleamed triumphantly in the window of the Mint, easily drawing the 
eye away from the 50,000,000 dollars worth of gold ingots on display on the 
other side of the room. 
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DIAL COIN TESTER 
DIRECTIONS 


Let us test or examine a 50 cent piece. Move the dial to the right 
with thumb and finger so that the mark 50 is at index. Place the coin 
on face at left side so that the edge touches the lip. Lined up, and 
it will balance as genuine. Should it appear to be larger than usual 
you may test the size (diameter and thickness). On left end are two 
scales, one side for gold and the other for silver coin, which will 
be readily understood. The thickness will vary in coin, owing to milling 
at edge. It should be tried in about three places and it will average 
about the mark set for each coin. Coin worn by handling will measure 
a trifle less. The danger is the coin measuring larger than the scale 
indicates. The jingle should be tried in doubtful pieces which is 
always good in genuine coin. All other pieces gold and silver are 
tested in the same way.

same. In either case the miner frequently netted onlv $6 to S8 an ounce 
after paying commissions, transport charges, insurance, etc., although the 
dust was worth $16 to $18 at the mints. By Julv 1848, merchants and 
miners of the West were becoming disgusted with the deplorable mone- 
tarv conditions. 

Those who possessed dust or nuggets wanted to spend them for goods. 
These goods were primarily imported and not only did the^ellers want 
silver or gold coins in exchange for them, but the customs officer also 
emanded hard money before he would release imported cargo from bond. 

Coins therefore, were hoarded and brought substantial premiums, leaving 

dust to be used as a less-than-ideal medium of exchange, subject to many 
t>i3es of abuse. As imports into California mounted, so did the need for 
alleviating the monetary difficulty.

A double pan gold 
balance, basically brass with steel beam. On rear of top indicator 
plate,"W.F. & CO. EXP.” Center beam construction, 19 in. high, 8 in. 
deep and 23 in. long, mounted on a felt covered modern base measur¬ 
ing 24 x 12 x 1 1/2. When it was obtained by Mr. Clifford, it had a rot¬ 
ted oak base, and this was constructed to replace it. 

The scale was obtained with a set of large brass weights which are in¬ 
cluded, weighing 64, 32, 16, 8, 2, 1, and 1/2. On the base of the 64 oz. 
weight is stamped, "SAN FRANCISCO / 1852.” Apparently the 4 oz. 
weight has been lost. To summarize, the scale is in excellent condition, 
all brass with steel beam. The brass has been cleaned and lacquered.

469 Magnificent gold balance manufactured by Howard & Davis of 
Boston. This striking brass scale, with ornate name plates on the front 
and rear, was certainly the most deluxe gold balance available in 
California in the 1850s. Even the handsome engraved brass plates are 
unique, reading: GOLD STANDARD BALANCE / HOWARD & 
DAVIS / MANUFACTURERS. BOSTON, MASS. / FULL JEWELLED. 
It should be noted that Howard of Boston was the works manufacturer 
of the handsome 6 ounce gold pocket watch offered in Lot 457. Con¬ 
structed of brass, with a steel beam, the center support is twin columns 
on a 31 x 11 1/2 in. marble base with leveling screws. The scale is 25 
high x 11 1/2 wide x 29 in. long. Has two low 9 in. copper pans, 
original scoop, and round brass disc counterweight. The counterweight 
is stamped for accuracy for various years (often called proofing) as 
follows: C. STAGG / CO.

FROM CONCEPT TO MANUFACTURER 


CHANGES 


Thanks to the meticulous work of Colo. George Mallis, a total of 41 
documents granting U.S.patents for devices for detecting spurious 
US gold and silver coins have been identified. The first was 
granted to H. G. Robinson in 1860 (EQM 1020), the last in 1944 to 
L. Bragin (EQM 1019) . There are, of course, many for which no 
patent request was filed and others which were marked, "Pat. Appl'd 
For" although there is no evidence of a patent application having 
been filed. 

Examples of the devices covered by about 65% of the identified 
patented are know to exist and, like ancient, bones and footprints, 
others turn up on rare and unexpected occasions. 

One of the latest is a previously unknown U. S. coin tester based 
on patent number 18,973 granted to Ferdinand. J. Herper 20 December 
1875. It is thought to be the first CCD based on Herper's patent 
and it is the second known. 

There are often substantial changes in both mechanics and style of 
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a device submitted for patent and the article actually 
manufactured. Herper's balance was no exception. 

The patent drawing (Fig 1) showed two uprights which acted as the 
fulcrum for a slotted counterweighted plat. A fixed weight gauge, 
probably marked "GOOD/BASE," was affixed to one of the uprights. 
A swinging pointer was attached to the coin plate which had slots 
for testing thickness and diameter of all U. S. gold coins then in 
use. With the coin in the proper slot the weight beam is activated 
by a lever, the weight is verified by a poise pushed along the beam 
to the notch marked with the value of the coin. If equilibrium is 
achieved, the coin is good. 

Herper claimed as new to his CCD only the spring-supported lever 
which, when depressed, brought the knife edge in contact with the 
bearing, thus positing it for weighing. Stating that moveable 
supports for the knife edge were not new, he pointed out that those 
in use on balances such as those utilize by jewelers allowed the 
bearings to rest on the knife edge when the scale was not in use, 
thus subjecting both the knife edge and the bearings to damages due 
to jarring, etc. and rendering the scale inaccurate. "This," the 
patent states, "cannot happen in my improvements since the knife 
edges never comes in contact with the bearings except when the 
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lever is depressed." 

Lacking evidence to the contrary, it seems safe to say the balance 
shown here (Fig 2) was the first made to Herper's design.. The 
manufacturer followed the patent specification except in one 
important element: The highly vulnerable and cumbersome uprights 
had been, in effect, turned up-side-down and the swinging pointer 
centered on an index plate marked "GOOD/BASE" affixed to the base 
of the device. Herper's name and the patent date were inscribed 
on the coin plate. 

With the manufacturing of what it seems safe to assume was the 
second Herper (Fig 3), the swinging pointer, the index plate and 
much touted lever have all disappeared. While this device carries 
the patent date, it had become a simple steelyard mounted on a 
metal base. The coin plate carried the Herper name and patent date 
and, doubtlessly it was accurate as the original and much was much 
easier to use and to store. But eliminating the lever, the only 
design element claimed as new, the only part of the device on which 
his patent was granted was also eliminated.

Fairbanks’ catalogue of 1859 shows many more varieties of small scales 
than in their 1891 catalogue. In 1859 the preface states "... we have 
found it necessary to establish a branch manufactory, connected with 
our New York house, for the manufacture of Weighmaster's beams, Frames, 
etc, Fine gold and Druggist's scales of all descriptions, together with 
every other known modifications of Weighing Machines of value, except 
our regular Platform and Counter scales, which -we continue to 
manufacture, as heretofore, in St.Johnsbury, Vermont. We also import 
all the useful modifications of Scales manufactured in foreign markets'.' 

Examination of the range illustrated in their cat ^ ogue, suggests that 
the Cornometer No 3 in Fig 3? the spring letter balance, No 4, and the 
circular spring balance, No 6, may well have been imports, as they are 
clearly in the English style. The catalogue also shows German 
prescription scales, and French druggist's scales and gold scales. 

Many of the platform and counter scales were still available in 1891, 
with little or no visible alteration. (End of part 1)

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DIAL COIN TESTER 


DIRECTIONS 

Let us test or examine a 50 cent piece. Move the dial to 
the right with thumb and finger so that the mark 50 is at 
index. Place the coin on face at left so that the edge 
touches the lip. Lined up, and it will balance as 
genuine. Should it appear to be larger than usual you 
may test the size (diameter and thickness). On left end 
are two scales, one side for gold and the other for 
silver coin, which will be readily understood. The 
thickness will vary in coin, owing to milling at edge. 

It should be tried in about three places and it will 
average about the mark set for each coin. Coin worn 
by handling will measure a trifle less. The danger is 
in coin measuring larger than the scale indicates. The 
jingle should be tried in doubtful pieces which is always 
good in genuine coin. All other pieces gold and silver 
are tested in the same way.

[Special Dispatch to the Baltimore Sun.] 
Washington, March 4,1806.—Officials of the secret service of the 
treasury will make an effort to secure a change in the present stat¬ 
utes. so as to provide some punishment for persons who pass muti¬ 
lated coin. There Is now no law covering such cases and frequently 
persons have knowingly attempted to pass mutilated coin on un¬ 
suspecting people. 8ecret-servlce detectives report that crooks 
have Introduced an ingenious method of realizing from gold curr¬ 
ency. A short time ago the department was deeply concerned over 
the great number of light weight oolns in circulation, and an inves¬ 
tigation was Instituted. It was discovered that tlie milled or corru¬ 
gated rim of the coin had been removed, decreasing Its value about 
nve per cent. New milling was then put on and the coin apparent¬ 
ly made perfect. The law at present provides a punishment for 
those who engage in the work of mutilation, but it is deemed ne¬ 
cessary to prescribe as well a punishment for those who aid in the 
circulation of such ooins. The iaw will be changed so as to make 
punishable equally with mutilation, the knowing and fraudulent 
passing of Impaired currency.

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fill their pockets at the public expense, but also at that of 1707 . 
individuals. The subsequent fact was one of many, 
which showed that private deposits for money were not so 11 . 
safe as those of modern years, in banking institutions, 
though these have not always escaped the reach of the 
plunderer. The brick ware-house of Thomas Palmer on 
the Dock in Boston, was broken open, and a large iron 
chest with nine bolts was robbed of its contents, amount¬ 
ing to £4,000 or more, in pieces-of-eight and other 
Spanish and New England coins, and in bills of credit. 
Several persons were suspected. The Governor issued 
a proclamation, offering pardon to all confessors of the 
crime, except the principal and immediate actor, and a 
reward of ten per cent, for all of the property returned, 
which was to be paid by the owner. 

1 As a specimen of pecuniary remittances, the ensuing 1708. 
is presented. “ Any merchants or others that have any 
money at New York, and want to remit the same by bills 
of exchange to Boston, let them apply themselves to Mr. 
Benjamin Faneuil of New York, where they may be 
supplied.” 



At this period, before and afterwards, till the modern 
system of banking was adopted, almost every family 
who had money, would keep a pair of scales, to ascer¬ 
tain the value of their gold coin which they took and 
passed. Such advertisements as the subsequent one were 
common after newspapers began to be printed here. “ All 
kinds of money scales made and sold by Caleb Ray, of 
Boston.” 


While thus energetic to protect the monied interests, 
our civil authorities, in common with the people, partook 
of the ruling passion of England, for the dislodgement of 
the French from North America, as the only permanent 
security for British empire in these Colonies. They were 
assured by her Majesty, that her Exchequer should meet 
the costs of any expedition against the Canadas. Thus 
encouraged, they soon yielded to her proposal.
